Battalion). The wounded and 111 were formerly evacuated fran divisional 

sid stations to the Medganbat, where they were divided into groupas the 
seriously and lightly wounded; and the sick aceording to the gravity of their 
condition.

At. present the Medsanbat has been subdivided (for purposes of experi- 
ment within the 43rd Division) into an infirmary for Division MNgs. and 
four brigade infirmarios, Each infirmary hes a physieian, five nurses, 
and thirty beds, Im addition, the division has a medieal reserve group 
eomposed of two gurgeons, an endeniologist, and a pharmacist. Under 
Gombat conditions equipment to establish a field hospitel is authorized 
to this reserva fproups - 
The number of beds in a brigade Sutin is ineuffisien’ to care for 
the present number of hospital cases. Among the most sammon ailments 
are soabins (35% of the troops are affested), typhoid fever, venereal 
diseases, foot infestions, and diseases resulting from Jaek of vitamins. 


Soldiers are issued neither changes of bed linen nor somp. Mygenis 
faesilities within barracks areas are inadequate. The issues of two 


blankets is insuffieient, since winter temparatures fall as low as 
“5 and 30 degrees bolow sero. 
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(4) Serious hospital cases are evacuated to territorial hospitala or to 
spesialized army clinics. 


(e) The shortage of medical supplies is acute. Vaccinations have to be 
made either with pre-war serums or with those supplied by the Allies. 


The Fourth Army Motorized Artillery Brigade is at Celje equipped with German 
150mm and 152mm guns with caterpillar treads. A part of the Fomrth Army 
Anti-aircraft Artillery Brigade is at Celje. Arms observed were from eight 
to 88mm. The most importamt munitions dump in Slovenia is that of the Fourth 
Army, situated in the woods of Gorica, ten kilometers north of Celje. 
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
